ACADEMIC POLICY CHANGES 

Effective 1999 - 2000 

Please call Academic Affairs (ext. 4017) with any questions. 

♦ The grade designation of "NG" (No Grade) allows the Registrar's Office to send out grade reports 
when a grade is not provided by an instructor. 

♦ The definition of the grade designation "U" (Unauthorized withdrawal) is as follows: 

"The designation of "U" may, at the discretion of the instructor, be assigned in lieu of a 
grade of "F" when a student (a) does not attend a course but fails to officially withdraw, 
OR (b) does not attend a sufficient number of class meetings." 

♦ Directed Studies will provide a means for students to complete a regularly scheduled course when 
prevented from attending the course for specific reasons. The actual course number will be used followed 
by a directed study designation (i.e. His 25 DS). There will be an expectation of a minimum of 6 student 
contacts that may include e-mail, fax, phone calls, etc. A syllabus will be attached to the form. 

♦ Independent Studies will provide students with the opportunity to design a course on their own. An 
Independent Study will never include the content of a regularly scheduled course. There will be an 
expectation of a minimum of 4 student contacts. [The form will also note that (1) unit of credit is equal 
to student work hours] Independent Studies should only be granted in the areas of the student's major 
and/or minor.

The Mount has worked very hard in building good relations with our neighbors in the 
community surrounding the Chalon campus. One of our greatest challenges is the volume 
of traffic to and from the Chalon Campus. It is imperative that all members of the College 
community recognize that driving to and from campus takes us through a residential area 
that is governed by the same laws that apply to all city streets. We should be courteous and 
safe when we pass through their neighborhood — just as we would expect of persons 
driving past our own homes. 

Approved Route to and from Campus 

In accordance with an agreement with the Brentwood Homeowners Association, vehicles traveling to the 
Chalon Campus must turn right from Bundy Drive onto Norman Place, then left on Chalon Road and 
right into the Mount St Mary's College driveway When exiting the College, all vehicles must turn 

right on Chalon Road and left on Bundy Drive. The speed limit is 25 mph on these streets near campus. 
Compliance is monitored closely and violations may result in citations and/or loss of parking privileges. 

Others Coming to Campus 

Student organizations should distribute this information whenever they arrange outside transportation 

(a bus, delivery truck, or an event in which non-MSMC people would drive to campus). Maps of the route 

to campus are available in the PR Office No commercial vehicles are to be scheduled to travel on 

these streets before 7 AM. Companies should be asked to put specific instructions on their invoice or 

assignment, so that the driver will know the correct route. 

Following these guidelines will ensure we maintain a good relationship with our Brentwood neighbors.

KNOW HOW TO BOIL WATER? 

The next time you heat water in a microwave for hot chocolate or tea . . . remember this\ 

You can take a cup of water out of the microwave after heating it up and it will not appear to be hot or 
boiling. However, the instant you agitate the water it can literally "blow up" in your face. Hospitals have 
reported instances of people being treated for first and second degree burns as a result of heating water in the 
microwave. You can protect yourself by placing a wooden spoon or teabag into the water. A microwave- 
safe object (such as a spoon or teabag) introduces a rough surface to the heating water and prevents 
superheating. 

The wav it works : Microwave ovens heat food and liquids by causing the water molecules to 
vibrate violently using high frequency electromagnetic radiation. Hot water needs a rough 
surface to assist in converting heat. If there is a very smooth surface (such as glass or certain 
ceramics), the water does not have this rough surface, and as a result the water superheats (i. 
e., gets hotter than 212 degrees, but doesn't boil). It will stay in this phase as long as one does 
not disturb the superheated liquid. Please keep this in mind the next time you heat water.

MOUNT STUDENTS PUBLISH A PAPER! 

A manuscript titled "DNA-Protein Crosslinking from Oxidation of Guanine via the Flash- 
Quench Technique" was just accepted for publication in the Journal of the American Chemical 
Society. This article has six Mount students as authors. Kim Nguyen (Biochem '01), Mary 
Steryo (Bio '00), Kristina Kurbanyan ('02), Kristina Nowitzki (Biochem '00), Sara Butterfield (Chem 
'99) and Suzie Ward (Bio '00). "I am thrilled that our first paper is being published in such an excellent 
journal," said Dr. Eric Stemp. "I couldn't be prouder of my lab students; they've worked incredibly hard to 
get these results and their dedication has really paid off." 

We are studying the effects of oxidative damage to DNA, which is thought to be a cause of molecular 
diseases such as cancer. Many people include antioxidants like vitamin C and vitamin E in their diets to 
counteract the free radicals that cause oxidative damage. We use blue light to generate radicals on DNA, 
which can react with nearby proteins to form bonds ("crosslinks") between DNA and protein. These 
crosslinks are thought to be formed in the early stages of cancer, and our goal is to understand crosslinking 
at the molecular level. Congratulations to these hard-working students and their successful publication!

On a May afternoon in 1940, five hundred priests, sisters and students gathered on the Chalon 
campus to dedicate the cornerstone for the new $80,000 chapel of Mount St. Mary's College. In the 
cornerstone, marked by a marble inset of a cross blessed by the late Pope Pius XI, were placed 
medals, church documents and other articles.

This is an excerpt/summary from the Letter to The Mount St. Mary 's College Community (5/3/00) from Sister Karen, who retires as 
MSMC President in June 2000. 

Many of you have asked about what plans I may have for the future. It gives me great pleasure to share with 
you the news that I will be returning to my home province of St. Paul (my heart is in Minnesota!). I am 
looking forward to resuming those contacts with family, friends, and community that have had to be 
maintained by long distance and to revisiting some of those 17,000 fresh water MN lakesi 

First, I will go to the University of Bethlehem in late August (a dream of a lifetime!). UB's mission is to 
afford Palestinian youth an opportunity for higher education. The great majority of the students are Muslim; 
Arabic is the language of instruction. This limits my ability to contribute, but arrangements have been made 
for me to teach one course in English during Fall. 

Another dream has been to visit my ancestral homelands. In mid- January, I will reside at and advise the 
Marino Educational Institute in Dublin and travel throughout Ireland and Scandinavia in my spare time. I will 
assist the MEI in implementing a strategic plan to make the college a "first choice" for Irish youth. 

April will find me back in Minnesota, refreshed and ready to consider interim positions. I will continue to 
indulge my research interests in history, and will retain for now the role of coordinator for the Network on the 
History of Women Religious and editorship of the Network newsletter. 

I want to express my deep gratitude to you for your friendship and support during my eleven years at Mount 
St. Mary's. Let us keep in touch and hold one another close in thought and prayer.
